Medicine Inspection Department 
advises everyone under the age 
of 18 to stop using Primperan 
immediately! 


ORANJESTAD - The Med¬ 
icine Inspection Department 
has issued an advisory regar¬ 
ding usage of the medicine 
Primperan, which treats 
upset stomach and nausea; it 
is advised to stop usage in all 
its forms for children under 
the age of 1 year. 

For children between the 
ages of 1 -18yrs, usage 
should be only by intra¬ 
venous injection when treat¬ 
ing upset stomach and 
nausea after surgery. The 
other forms such as pills, liq¬ 
uid and suppositories should 
be only used by adults over 
18 years. 

This change is based on 
observations and field stud¬ 
ies since Primperan was in¬ 
troduced to the market. 
Results indicate that usage of 
Primperan has serious side 
effects, one being on the ner¬ 
vous system with abnormal 


reactions noted. The brain 
sends wrong messages to va¬ 
rious parts of the body caus¬ 
ing uncontrollable muscle 
movement and reactions 
comparable to Parkinson’s 
Disease. 

Sanofl Company, manu¬ 
facturers of Primperan, was 
advised by CBG (Board of 
Drugs Review) and the 
Health Department of The 
Netherlands to inform all 
doctors, specialist and phar¬ 
macists of this important 
change in usage of the drug 
Primperan. 

Aruba’s Medicine Inspec¬ 
tion Department is sending 
out a call to all those who are 
giving Primperan to persons 
under the age of 18 to stop 
usage immediately and con¬ 
tact their pharmacy or the 
Medicine Inspection Depart¬ 
ment via e-mail: info@iv- 
garuba.gov.aw.

Arubus gearing up for innovative Smartcard System 


ORANJESTAD - On Thurs¬ 
day afternoon the formal sig¬ 
ning of a contract between 
Ambus (Aruba’s Public 
Transportation Company) 
and Zenitel for the acquisi¬ 
tion of Smart Cards for the 
busses of our public trans¬ 
portation company was con¬ 
ducted. 

Now that Arubus has re¬ 
gained the confidence of the 
community after their re¬ 
structuring and integral re¬ 
covery plan, they succeeded 
in obtaining a 5.5 million 
Amba florins financing from 
the Amba Investment Bank. 
This financing will enable 
Ambus to purchase new 
busses as well as the Smart 
Card system, making them 
the pioneer in our region to 
have such a system. 

Ambus expects to receive 


the remainder of the financ¬ 
ing once they complete the 
necessary ongoing research. 
The total financing is 16.5 
million Florins which will 
cover all of Arubus’ debts. 
These debts will be refi¬ 
nanced under much more fa¬ 
vorable conditions. The 
current financing is at 8% and 
will ultimately become an in¬ 
terest of 6% spread over the 
lapse of 10 years with the 
possibility for extending this 
to 15 years, if necessary. 

Reportedly, current pro¬ 
jections reveal that by next 
year Ambus can begin a re¬ 
serve fund program so that 
they will have the necessary 
funds within 5 to 10 years for 
the purchase of a new fleet of 
busses to be able to continue 
offering quality service to our 
community. 


Fifteen new busses of the 
brand ‘International’ and 16 
autobuses from a local sup¬ 
pler are on their way to Amba 
for Ambus. A total of 31 new 
busses to add to their existing 
fleet of busses! In addition to 
the new busses, they are also 
expanding the bus routes so 
they can offer more service, 
go into the barrios, and ac¬ 
cess public transportation 
routes more effectively in the 
interest of the community. 

Another important feature 
to be added to the service of 
our public transportation sys¬ 
tem is the modern Smart 
Card system to be provided 
by Zenitel. The new Smart 
Card system will be intro¬ 
duced in July after all the 
changes at the company have 
taken place. Every user of 
the bus will be able to regis¬ 


ter for one of these recharge¬ 
able cards. These cards can 
be recharged at different lo¬ 
cations on the island. The en¬ 
tire bus fleet will be 
equipped with the Smart 
Card system. 

This system will enable 
Ambus to know what exactly 
the load factor of the busses 
are, how often persons use the 
service, at what time are there 
more passengers, and what 
type of passengers are using 
the service. This information 
will be possible as the cards 
will identify if the passenger 
is a pensioner, school child or 
other persons using the serv¬ 
ice. 

One other interesting fea¬ 
ture included in the Smart 
Card system is special con¬ 
sideration for our athletes. 
Young people practicing a 


sport who are associated with 
a recognized sports club on 
the island will receive the 
same bus tariff as our school 
children. This, they believe, 
will encourage our young 
people to get more involved 
in sports activities. 

One other very interesting 
advantage of the Smart Card 
system is that it will mle out 
the subsidy of tariffs to 
Ambus from the government 
for tourists. As of July 1st 
2012, anyone using the bus 
who does not have the Smart 
Card will be required to pay 
a cash tariff of 4 Aruban 
florins, instead of the Afls. 
2.25 currently being charged. 
Everyone is urged to get their 
Smart Card, because without 
it you will be charged the 
Afls.4 for the bus ride.

Innovative Smart Card will generate income and reduce 
expenses of Arubus 


ORANJESTAD — During the 
signing of the official contract 
between Ambus and Zenitel 
for the Smart Card system, 
Ambus Director, Teo Croes in¬ 
dicated that this new system 
will enable Arubus to offer a 
much better service and enable 
the company to generate sub¬ 
stantial income. 

Croes also mentioned that 
one of the many benefits of the 
card system is that it will en¬ 
able them to identify the least 
productive routes, and to eval¬ 
uate what is the best way to 


improve the service to their 
employees. It will also reduce 
the administrative load and re¬ 
duce their printing expenses by 
50 thousand Amban florins, it 
will reduce the overall cost of 
the “drieteller” by 80 thousand 
Amban florins, and it will also 
reduce the flow of cash on the 
busses. 

For passengers, it will 
speed up the process of board¬ 
ing the bus; because the only 
requirement will be to swipe 
the card and move on to sit 
down. On the new busses, the 


tourniquet at the entrance of 
the bus will be eliminated and 
will be replaced with an in¬ 
frared system at the front and 
rear of the bus. The Smart 
Card will be rechargeable at 
different locations across the 
island. 

This system will generate 
about 1.5 million Aruban 
florins per year for Arubus. 
Tourists using the busses will 
be required to pay Afls.4 for 
each bus trip. Likewise, locals 
who for whatever reason did 
not register for the Smart Card, 


will also pay the Afls.4. per 
trip. 

There will be no charge for 
the Smart Card, but the card 
will have to be renewed every 
2 years. For the introduction of 
the Card system, Arubus will 
offer 20 free trips on July 1st. 
This will enable those who 
have greatest difficulty with 
sufficient funds the chance to 
better prepare for the Smart 
Card system. At most hotels or 
at the giftshops there will be 
the possibility to recharge the 
Cards.

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Greenpeace chief warns of 'perfect 
storm' of crises

Big freeze tightens grip in 
Europe as death toll tops 220 


KIEV (AFP) - Temperatures 
plunged to new lows in Europe 
where a week-long cold snap 
has now claimed more than 
220 lives and forecasters 
warned yesterday that the big 
freeze would tighten its grip at 
the weekend. 

People have been found 
dead on the streets in some 
countries, while thousands 


have been trapped in mountain 
villages in Serbia. Even Rome 
was dusted in snow, and 
Venice's canals started freezing 
over. 

In the last seven days, a 
total of 222 people have died 
from the cold weather, accor¬ 
ding to an AFP tally, with the 
Ukraine suffering the heaviest 
toll. 


MUNICH (AFP) - The head of 
environmental pressure group 
Greenpeace warned yesterday 
the world faced a "perfect 
storm" of crises and was head¬ 
ing for what he termed a crisis 
of "epic proportions." 

Speaking for the first time 
at the Munich Security Confe¬ 
rence, Kumi Naidoo presented 
an apocalyptic version of the 
state of the world and accused 
leaders of "sleepwalking" into 
disaster. 


"The moment of history we 
are in can be described as a 
boiling point or a perfect 
storm," he told the assembled 
gathering of world leaders, 
ministers, top brass and de¬ 
fence policy experts at the an¬ 
nual Munich gathering. 

"We are seeing a conver¬ 
gence of multiple crises hap¬ 
pening at the same time. A 
food crisis, climate crisis, 
poverty crisis ... and then of 
course the financial crisis and 


a demographic crisis and a 
global governance democratic 
crisis," he added. 

"The bottom line is that too 
many of our leaders ... are 
sleepwalking us into a crisis of 
epic proportion," he claimed. 

Greenpeace was invited for 
the first time to the conference, 
which has this year as its star 
turn US Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton and focuses on 
the rise of Asia and the impact 
on the transatlantic alliance. 


Haiti leader goes to Chavez- Sudan closer to war than peace with 
hosted summit in Caracas south, according to Bashir 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (AFP) - 
Haiti's President Michel Mar- 
telly departed for Caracas yes¬ 
terday to attend of a summit of 
leftist Latin American leaders 
hosted by Venezuela's Presi¬ 
dent Hugo Chavez. 

Martelly said he was at¬ 
tending the summit of the Bo¬ 
livarian Alliance, known as 
Alba, "to explore opportunities 
for my country." 

"Some might see it as taking 
a position, but I don't see it like 
that," Martelly told reporters. 
"Haiti is not at war with any¬ 
one. It has the right to get to¬ 
gether with other countries for 
the good of its people." 


Haiti is still struggling to re¬ 
cover from a massive earth¬ 
quake in January 2010 that 
killed an estimated 220,000 
people, and left much of its 
capital in ruins. 

Founded by Chavez and 
Cuba's Fidel Castro in 2004, 
the group was formed as a 
counter-weight to a US initia¬ 
tive to create a free trade area 
encompassing the Americas. 

Besides Venezuela and 
Cuba, member states include 
Ecuador, Bolivia, Nicaragua, 
Antigua and Barbuda, Do¬ 
minica and Saint Vincent and 
the Grenadines. Haiti has ob¬ 
server status with the group. 


KHARTOUM (AFP) - Sudan 
is closer to war than peace with 
the breakaway state of South 
Sudan, President Omar al- 
Bashir said on national televi¬ 
sion yesterday, with a dispute 
over oil and other issues stok¬ 
ing tensions. "The climate now 
is closer to a climate of war 
than one of peace," he said. 

Bashir spoke after South 
Sudanese President Salva Kiir 
warned on Thursday that re¬ 
newed conflict could erupt if 
oil negotiations with Khar¬ 
toum do not include a deal on 
other key issues, including the 
contested Abyei region. 

Tensions have also been 


raised by the still undemarcated 
border, parts of which cut 
through oilfields, as well as 
mutual allegations that each 
side backs rebel forces against 
the other. But Bashir, an army 
officer who seized power in 
1989, said Sudan will not go to 
war "unless it is imposed on us. 

South Sudan separated last 
July after an overwhelming 
vote that followed two decades 
of civil war which killed two 
million people. 

The crisis between the 
neighbours has become a 
major threat to regional peace 
and security, United Nations 
chief Ban Ki-moon has said. 


Juba announced last Sunday 
it had nearly completed a protest 
shutdown of its oil production 
after talks in the Ethiopian cap¬ 
ital Addis Ababa failed again to 
resolve a disagreement with 
Sudan over oil fees. 

Khartoum admits to confis¬ 
cating 1.7 million barrels of 
South Sudanese crude since 
vowing in November to take 
23 percent of southern oil ex¬ 
ports as payment in kind dur¬ 
ing the fee dispute. 

The South calls this "theft." 

The next round of north- 
south talks mediated by the 
African Union is scheduled for 
February 10.

Bogota tries 
to disarm its 
population 
with a gun 
ban 

BOGOTA(AFP) - In a city 
known for violence, authorities 
have launched a campaign to 
get guns off the street. 

Police chose a slum in Ciu¬ 
dad Bolivar perched on a bar¬ 
ren mountain in the outskirts of 
Bogota as the first place to en¬ 
force a new ordinance restrict¬ 
ing the carrying of weapons. 

Police officers stopped cars, 
vans and buses to check its oc¬ 
cupants, most of whom agree 
with the law. 

Bogota, with a population 
of more than 7 million people, 
recorded 1,632 homicides last 
year. City administration fig¬ 
ures show 62.3% of them were 
committed with firearms. 

Bogota's new mayor, Gus¬ 
tavo Petro, a 51-year-old for¬ 
mer leftist guerrilla, an¬ 
nounced just after taking office 
that carrying weapons is now 
restricted in public places and 
on the streets. 

The ordinance does not 
apply to public security forces, 
private guards found through¬ 
out the capital, and guards of 
diplomats or ministers. 

But city officials aim to 
"discourage the use of arms" 
and raise awareness among cit¬ 
izens about the "futility and 
danger of carrying a firearm," 
Petro said when he launched a 
campaign called, "To arm or to 
love. Yes to citizen disarma¬ 
ment." 

Also yesterday a car bomb 
detonated outside a police sta¬ 
tion in southwestern Colom¬ 
bia, killing six people and 
wounding 30 in the region's 
second such attack in less than 
48 hours, officials said. 

Those killed in the blast in 
the town of Villa Rica, in the 
department of Cauca, included 
the police station commander 
and at least three civilians. 

The government blamed 
leftist rebels with the Revolu¬ 
tionary Armed Forces of Co¬ 
lombia (FARC) for the attack. 


Russia pours cold water on Syria text as deaths mount 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Russia 
yesterday rejected the latest 
bid for UN action to end the 
political crisis in Syria, as at 
least 25 more people were 
killed, several in clashes be¬ 
tween loyalist and rebel 
troops. 

The violence came as 
thousands of people across 
Syria defied the government 
crackdown to remember a 


notorious 1982 massacre in 
the central city of Hama that 
killed thousands. 

The commemorations 
took place as Western and 
Arab countries sought to 
reach agreement on a draft 
UN resolution to pressure 
Syria to end its nearly 11- 
month crackdown on anti¬ 
regime dissent. 

A new text being consi¬ 


dered by the UN Security 
Council does not explicitly 
call on President Bashar al- 
Assad to step down or men¬ 
tion an arms embargo or 
sanctions, but "fully sup¬ 
ports" an Arab League plan to 
facilitate a democratic transi¬ 
tion. 

Diplomats said the new 
draft took into account con¬ 
cerns by Moscow, a staunch 


Damascus ally. 

But Russia poured cold 
water on such hopes, saying 
it could not support the latest 
draft in its current form. 

The current violence has 
killed at least 6,000 people 
since it erupted last March, 
rights groups estimate. 

Human Rights Watch said 
in a report released yesterday 
that children as young as 13 


are a particular target in the 
"rampant" use of torture by 
government forces battling 
opposition protests. 

While the United Nations 
says hundreds of children 
have been killed in the crack¬ 
down, HRW highlighted 
cases of children shot in their 
homes or on the street, or 
grabbed from schools and 
then tortured.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
health authorities on Friday 
urged all boys age 11-12 to get 
a routine vaccination against 
the most common sexually 
transmitted disease, human pa¬ 
pillomavirus, or HPV. 

Other changes as part of an 
annual update to US immu¬ 
nization schedules included a 
recommended hepatitis B vac¬ 
cine to the protect the livers of 
adults up to age 60 who have 
diabetes and a vaccine against 
whooping cough for pregnant 
women. 

The HPV vaccine has been 
approved for girls since 2006 
but the CDC had not expressly 
urged it for boys, though boys 
were included among those 
who could receive it to prevent 
certain cancers and genital 
warts. 

Health experts have ex¬ 
pressed hope that if pre-teen 
boys and girls are both encour¬ 
aged to get the vaccine, the 
rate of infection will decrease 
in the general population. 

About half of all sexually 
active adults will get HPV in 
their lifetime. There are more 
than 100 types of HPV, and 
most clear the body on their 
own, but some strains can 
linger and lead to cervical, 
anal or oral cancer. 

Only about 20 percent of 
women aged 19-27 reported 
having received the HPV vac¬ 
cine in 2010, up slightly from 


17.6 percent in 2009, the CDC 
said. 

The vaccine, currently rec¬ 
ommended for girls age 11-26, 
has faced resistance from 
some parents over fears that 
immunizing young girls would 
encourage them to be promis¬ 
cuous. 

The new guidelines, which 
were first urged by ACIP in 
October, call for all males aged 
11-12 to get the vaccine too, 
with a catch up vaccination for 
those between the ages of 13 
and 21 if they missed it. 

HPV vaccine also is recom¬ 
mended for males 22-26 years 
old who have not been vacci¬ 
nated before and who have 
weakened immune defenses, 
who test positive for human 
immunodeficiency virus 
(HIV), or who have sex with 
men. 

The hepatitis B shot is now 
being recommended for all 
adults up to 60 who have dia¬ 
betes as soon as possible after 
they are diagnosed, and for 
those older based on the need 
for assisted blood glucose 
monitoring. 

The combination Tdap vac¬ 
cine against tetanus, diphthe¬ 
ria, and acellular pertussis (or 
whooping cough) had been 
urged for adults with close 
contact to children and for 
women after they gave birth if 
they had not previously been 
vaccinated as adults.

Fourth potentially habitable 
planet is discovered 


International astronomers said 
on Thursday they have found 
the fourth potentially habitable 
planet outside our solar system 
with temperatures that could 
support water and life about 22 
light-years from Earth. 

The team analyzed data 
from the European Southern 
Observatory about a star 
known as GJ 667C, which is 
known as an M-class dwarf 
star and puts out much less 
heat than our Sun. 

However, at least three 
planets are orbiting close to 
the star, and one of them ap¬ 
pears to be close enough that it 
likely absorbs about as much 
incoming light and energy as 
Earth, has similar surface tem¬ 
peratures and perhaps water. 

The new rocky planet, GJ 
667Cc, orbits its star every 
28.15 days — meaning its year 


equals about one Earth month 
— and has a mass at least 4.5 
times that of Earth, according 
to the research published in 
Astrophysical Journal Letters. 

The theory about water, 
however, cannot be confirmed 
until astronomers learn more 
about the planet’s atmosphere. 

Other planets circling the 
same star — which is part of a 
three-star system — could in¬ 
clude a gas-giant and an addi¬ 
tional super-Earth with an 
orbital period of 75 days, but 
more observations are needed 
to confirm that. 

Some experts have been 
skeptical that M-class dwarf 
stars could have planets that 
support life because they are 
too dim and tend to have lots 
of solar flare activity which 
could send off lethal radiation 
to nearby planets. 


And even though this star, 
GJ 667C, has a much lower 
abundance of elements heavier 
than helium, such as iron, car¬ 
bon, and silicon — the building 
blocks of terrestrial planets — 
than our Sun, astronomers are 
intrigued by the possibilities. 

French astronomers in May 
last year confirmed the first ex¬ 
oplanet, Gliese 58Id, to meet 
key requirements for sustain¬ 
ing life. It is a rocky planet 
about 20 light-years away. 

Swiss astronomers reported 
in August that another planet, 
HD 85512 b, about 36 light- 
years away seemed to be in the 
habitable zone of its star. 

The US space agency 
NASA confirmed its first such 
planet late last year, Kepler 
22b, about 600 light-years 
away.

US jobs data boost European 
stocks, dollar 


LONDON (AFP) - Much bet- 
ter-than-expected US jobs data 
pushed European stock mar¬ 
kets sharply higher yesterday, 
with the figures taken as an¬ 
other sign the world's biggest 
economy has turned the comer. 

The US economy generated 
243,000 new jobs in January, 
way above the 155,000 fore¬ 
cast, with the unemployment 
rate falling to 8.3 percent, a 
near three-year low, from 8.5 
percent. 

"Job growth was wide¬ 
spread in the private sector, 
with large employment gains 
in professional and business 
services, leisure and hospital¬ 
ity, and manufacturing," the 
Labor Department said. 

Dealers said the report, 
combined with other solid 
data, reinforced hopes that the 
US economy is now on much 
safer ground although the eu¬ 
rozone debt crisis remains a 
worry in the absence of any 
deal to save Greece from de¬ 
fault. 

Talks continue to drag on 
between Athens and its credi¬ 
tors over an unprecedented 
sovereign debt write-down but 
an accord remains elusive as a 
March 20 deadline for Greece 
to repay maturing debt looms 
closer. 

In London, the FTSE 100 
index of leading shares closed 
up 1.81 percent at 5,901.07 
points. In Paris, the CAC-40 
index jumped 1.52 percent to 
3,427.92 points and in Frank¬ 
furt the DAX 30 advanced 


1.67 percent to 6,766.67 per¬ 
cent. 

In New York, the blue-chip 
Dow Jones Industrial Average 
was up 1.15 percent at around 
1640 GMT while the tech- 
heavy Nasdaq Composite put 
on 1.44 percent. 

The European single cur¬ 
rency slipped as the US jobs 
report buoyed the dollar. The 
euro was at $1.3108, down 
from $ 1.3142 in New York late 
Thursday. 

Dealers said the US data 
was a very pleasant surprise, 
giving stocks a real boost, es¬ 
pecially after a muted US pri¬ 
vate sector jobs report on 
Wednesday had left markets 
cautious about Friday's report. 

"It is a very nice surprise. 
The ADP report ... showed a 
slowdown in hiring and it was 
feared this would make for dis¬ 
appointing figures Friday. In¬ 
stead, it was completely the 
opposite," said Alexandre Ba- 
radez at Saxo Banque in Paris. 

"The improvement seen 
since last summer is confirmed 
clearly," he added. 

Rob Carnell, chief econo¬ 
mist at ING, said the pace of 
the labour market pick-up was 
now such that the US central 
bank might even have to raise 
interest rates sooner than ex¬ 
pected. 

On Thursday, US Federal 
Reserve chief Ben Bernanke 
had warned that the labour 
market still had a long road to 
recovery and that he remained 
concerned about persistently

"We still have a long way to 
go before the labour market 
can be said to be operating nor¬ 
mally," Bernanke said, warn¬ 
ing that the economy had 
picked up but still remained 
vulnerable to shocks and the 
eurozone turmoil. 

In Asian trade earlier Fri¬ 
day, Tokyo slid 0.51 percent, 
Sydney fell 0.39 percent while 
Hong Kong was flat and 
Shanghai added 0.77 percent.

New York sues banks over fraudulent 
foreclosures 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
state of New York sued major 
US banks yesterday for fraud¬ 
ulently foreclosing on thou¬ 
sands of homeowners in the 
state in the wake of the nation¬ 
wide housing crash. 

The state is suing JPMor- 
gan Chase, Bank of America 
and Wells Fargo, along with 
Virginia-based MERSCORP, 
which it called a "shell com¬ 
pany" set up by the banks to 
process home loans they made 
but which became a dumping 
ground for poorly documented 
and mishandled mortgage 
records. 

Attorney General Eric 
Schneiderman said that MER¬ 
SCORP was used to run an un¬ 
regulated, private national 
mortgage registry system, 
"MERS", which the banks used

to speed up the processing and 
resale of mortgages during the 
housing bubble while avoiding 
the use of the public registry. 

The private database of 30 
million active loans "is 
plagued with inaccuracies and 
errors," leading to thousands of 
improperly filed foreclosure 
cases in the state which "un¬ 
dermined the integrity of the 
judicial process," according to 
a New York attorney general's 
office statement. 

It was also used by the 
banks to conduct foreclosures 
even though it "lacked the 
legal authority to foreclose" 
and did not own the home loan 
it was foreclosing on. 




"The banks created the 
MERS system as an end-run 
around the property recording 
system, to facilitate the rapid 
securitization and sale of mort¬ 
gages," Schneiderman said in 
the statement. "Once the mort¬ 
gages went sour, these same 
banks brought foreclosure pro¬ 
ceedings en masse based on 
deceptive and fraudulent court 
submissions, seeking to take 
homes away from people with 
little regard for basic legal re¬ 
quirements or the rule of law." 

The lawsuit asks the court 
to rule that the practices of the 
banks and MERS were illegal 
and seeks damages for home- 
owners and civil penalties.

HONG KONG (AFP) - Actor 
Michelle Yeoh said playing the 
role of Aung San Suu Kyi in 
the "The Lady" was an oppor¬ 
tunity of a lifetime, as the film 
about the Myanmar democracy 
leader made its debut in Hong 
Kong. 

But the Hong Kong-based, 
Malaysian-born star refused to 
be drawn on the film's likely 


reception in Myanmar, oth¬ 
erwise known as Burma, 
where Suu Kyi's recent re¬ 
lease from house arrest has 
ignited the democracy 
movement. 

"When I first heard that 
someone wants to make a 
movie about Aung San Suu 
Kyi, instinctively I knew as 
an actor that this is a role of 
a lifetime," the former Bond 
girl told reporters ahead of 
the film's Hong Kong pre¬ 
mier. 

The 48-year-old star of 
films including "Tomorrow 
Never Dies" and "Crouching 
Tiger Hidden Dragon" said the 
pressure of playing a Nobel 
Peace Prize winning icon of 
democratic struggle was a 
weight on her shoulders. 

"Of course I was pressured, 
of course you feel a great sense 


of responsibility because of 
who she is and what she repre¬ 
sents," Yeoh said. 

"The Lady" is a two-hour 
biopic that focuses on the pri¬ 
vate life of Suu Kyi, her late 
British husband, Michael Aris, 
and their two sons as she as¬ 
sumes the mantle of democ¬ 
racy leader in a country ruled 
by an iron-fisted junta. 

Suu Kyi's struggle for her 
country came at a high per¬ 
sonal cost. Her husband died in 
1999 in Britain, and in the final 
stages of his battle with cancer 
the Myanmar junta denied him 
a visa to see his wife. 

Suu Kyi refused to leave 
Myanmar to see him, certain 
she would never have been al¬ 
lowed to return. 

While there is no scheduled 
release of the film in Myan- 
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mar, pirate copies of "The 
Lady" have flooded the streets 
of Yangon, which its French 
director Luc Besson described 
as an "excellent news". 

"As an artist Pm always 
very happy even if it's through 
piracy that they can have ac¬ 
cess to culture, so obviously 
I'm really fine with that," he 
said. 

But Besson said he hoped 
the recent signs of opening in 
Myanmar would see the film 
being officially released in the 
impoverished Asian nation. 

"I'm even ready to give it 
for free... in Burma you know 
but the film is banned from 
Burma. They show a couple of 
signs of opening so I hope they 
will tolerate the film," he said. 


"It's a wonderful film about 
Burmese people — not so much 
the government but the people 
and I think any Burmese 
should be proud of the film," 
he added. 

During the shoot, Yeoh met 
Suu Kyi at her Rangoon home 
in December 2010 weeks after 
the Nobel laureate was re¬ 
leased from a seven-year 
house arrest. 

The star was however de¬ 
ported and blacklisted when 
she tried to visit again in June 
last year. 

Besson filmed the movie in 
Thailand near its border with 
Myanmar, as well as secretly 
in Myanmar itself, and used 
footage shot by pro-democracy 
activists.

Cycling: Valverde ready 
to leave doping ban in 
his wake 




MADRID (AFP) - Spain’s 
Alejandro Valverde says he is 
ready to take aim at some of 
the most prestigious podiums 
in cycling this season as he 
looks to put the disgrace of a 
two-year doping ban behind 
him. 

Former Tour of Spain 
champion Valverde marked his 
recent return to competition 
with an impressive victory 
ahead of Australian champion 
Simon Gerrans on the only 
hilltop finish of January’s Tour 
Down Under. 

But despite the win allow¬ 
ing him to taste victory after a 
frustrating two-year absence, 
he knows the real tests of his 
credentials lie elsewhere. 

The 31-year-old is aiming 
for stage success at Paris-Nice 
in March before targetting the 
hilly one-day classics — he has 


twice won the oldest and 
arguably the hardest, 
Liege-Bastogne-Liege 
and is a previous winner 
of the semi-classic, 
Fleche Wallonne. 

Last year, in 
Valverde's absence, 

Philippe Gilbert became 
only the second rider in 
history to win the series 
of three hilly one-day 
races known as the 'Ar¬ 
dennes Classics' — the 
Amstel Gold Race, 
Fleche and Liege. 

Valverde knows 
Gilbert will be one of his 
biggest rivals this year, 
especially at the classics and 
the world championships. 

With the London Olympics 
road race destined for sprint¬ 
ers, such as reigning world 
champion Mark Cavendish, 
riders of Valverde's ilk will 
have their chances on a hilly 
world championships course 
in the Netherlands this Sep¬ 
tember. 

He added: "After that, of 
course, I'd like to do the Tour 
of Spain and coming off, I'd be 
looking to do the world cham¬ 
pionships. The course suits me 
well." 

Banned for his implication 
in the 'Operation Puerto' affair 
that initially erupted in May 
2006, Valverde was dealt a fur¬ 
ther blow when the cycling au¬ 
thorities annulled all his 
victories from 2010. 

Having claimed his inno¬ 
cence in the past, Valverde re¬ 
fused to discuss the details of 
his ban. Instead, he wants to 
look to the future. 

"Of course there were ups 
and downs but overall it went 
well, inasmuch as you can en¬ 
dure a period like that well," he 
added. "It was reward for a year 
and a half of hard work, and a 
lot of sacrifices in training." 
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Tennis: Sharapova looks to fire 
Russia in chilly Moscow

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PARIS (AFP) - Maria Shara¬ 
pova will be looking to fire 
Russia in their Fed Cup World 
Group opener against Spain 
this weekend as she returns to 
freezing Moscow after her run 
in the sun to the Australian 
Open final. 

Russian captain Shamil 
Tarpischev was spoilt for 
choice for the tie on the indoor 
hard surface of Moscow's 
Olympic Stadium and has 
opted for world number three 
Sharapova for singles duty 
alongside 19th-ranked Svet¬ 
lana Kuznetsova. 

Sharapova had a good run 
to the final of the first Grand 
Slam of the season in Mel¬ 
bourne before being thrashed 
in straight sets by Victoria 
Azarenka of Belarus. 

"I just came to Moscow 
from Australia and I'm still 
shocked by the temperature 
drop (from +30 degrees Cel¬ 
sius to -20C). But I still have 
time to get accustomed to the 
weather conditions here," the 
Florida-based player said. 

Beaten 3-2 by the Czech 
Republic in last year's final at 


the same Olympic Stadium, 
the Russian team will be look¬ 
ing for a morale-boosting 
opener with a team that also 
includes Nadia Petrova, 
ranked 33, and 42nd-ranked 
Ekaterina Makarova. 

Spain legend Arantxa 
Sanchez-Vicario takes charge 
for the first time as captain of 
the five-time winners in a team 
that will be without Anabel 
Medina Garrigues. 

The 39th-ranked Maria 
Jose Martinez Sanchez is 
Spain's top-ranked player, in a 
team that also includes Carla 
Suarez Navarro, Arantxa 
Parra-Santonja and Nuria 
Llagostera Vives. 

"It’s my debut as the Spanish 
team's skipper and I'm really 
proud I'm in charge of this great 
team," said Sanchez-Vicario, 
who holds the record for the 
most number of Fed Cup wins. 

Russia hold a 5-1 lead in 
previous meetings, with 
Spain's only success in 1989. 

But Sanchez-Vicario in¬ 
sisted: "Statistics doesn't mean 
anything. We're going to fight 
for every single point in this 


showdown. 

Champions the Czech Re¬ 
public open against Germany 
on an indoor hard service at 
Stuttgart, as Belgium host Ser¬ 
bia on the same surface at 
Charleroi without Kim Cli- 
jsters, while three-time win¬ 
ners Italy host Ukraine on 
indoor clay at Biella. 

The Czechs won their most 
recent meeting in 2010 and 
lead the Germans 5-1, with 
four of the six ties when the 
two nations played under the 
former flags of West Germany 
and Czechoslovakia. 

Serbia, meanwhile, will be 
without Ana Ivanovic, with Je- 
lena Jankovic leading their bid 
to win their first ever World 
Group tie, against two-time 
champions Belgium. 

In northern Italy, former 
French Open champion 
Francesca Schiavone and 
Flavia Pennetta lead the hosts' 
bid to preserve their unbeaten 
record against the Ukraine.

The Patriots will also try to es¬ 
tablish a ground game behind 
Benjarvus Green-Ellis, 
quickly run plays without hud¬ 
dling and use screen passes 
and runs off fake passes to 
keep the Giants on their heels. 

When the Giants have the 
ball, Manning will try to take 
advantage of the NFL's sec¬ 
ond-worst pass defense with 
receivers Victor Cruz and Ha¬ 
keem Nicks while running 
backs Ahmad Bradshaw and 
Brandon Jacobs carry the 
rushing load. 

The Giants defeated New 
England 24-20 in a regular- 
season game last November.

The Giants won four years 
ago in the final seconds and 
many expect Sunday’s game to 
come down to who has the 
ball last with enough time to 
mount a scoring march. 

Giants defensive end Justin 
Tuck, one of 15 men back 
from the 2008 Super Bowl 
winners, would not mind more 
last-second heroics. 

"We're hungry for another 
one," Tuck said. "We consider 
that one of the best games ever 
played. We've continued to 
grow. We always believed in 
each other. "We know how 
this is supposed to turn out."

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NFL: Commissioner 
pushes for deal to 
start HGH tests 


INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - 
NFL commissioner Roger 
Goodell says progress has 
been made in reaching a deal 
with the players union that 
would allow for human- 
growth hormone testing of all 
players to begin. 

Speaking two days before 
the New York Giants and 
New England Patriots meet in 
Sunday's Super Bowl 46, 
Goodell said a meeting two 
weeks ago moved closer to 
implementing a testing provi¬ 
sion in the new 10-year deal 
they signed last year. 

"We made some progress," 
he said. "We would like to im¬ 
plement it in the off-season. 
We have taken steps to ad¬ 
dress the union's concerns. 
We expect to implement 
HGH testing." 

DeMaurice Smith, execu¬ 
tive director of the NFL Play¬ 
ers Association, said his 
group is not yet satisfied with 


the details of the program, 
something they must sign off 
upon before testing can begin. 

Goodell told the NFL Net¬ 
work that each side might 
have to accept some things it 
does not like to achieve a 
deal, even as US lawmakers 
have pressed the union to 
agree to tests as a message to 
young fans and to sustain 
their own credibility. 

Goodell said the league- 
owned cable network will 
show 13 night games next 
season, five more than this 
past season, as fewer games 
are offered over unpaid chan¬ 
nels but that each team will be 
assured a night telecast in 
every season. 

Regarding concussions 
and concerns of brain damage 
found in players long after 
they retire, Goodell said US 
military forces are using some 
of the information yielded by 
the NFL's study of brain in¬ 
juries. 
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nfl: Brady-led Patriots face 
Giants in Super Bowl 
rematch 


INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - 
New England's Tom Brady 
and New York Giants star Eli 
Manning are back in key 
Super Bowl roles just as they 
were in 2008 when the Giants 
denied the Patriots an un¬ 
beaten championship season. 

But when the 46th edition 
of the American football 
spectacle kicks off on Sun¬ 
day, the outcome figures to 
rely as much on body-slam¬ 
ming battles between defend¬ 
ers and quarterback 
protectors as it does on typi¬ 
cal NFL passing heroics. 

"It's all about the heart, 
passion and who wants it 
most," Giants defensive 
tackle Chris Canty said. 
"Whoever is willing to line 
up and fight for that yard the 
hardest is going to win. 

Brady, in his fifth Super 
Bowl over 11 seasons, will 


try to avenge his only Super 
Bowl loss, a 17-14 Giants 
victory four years ago, and 
match the career record of 
boyhood idol Joe Montana 
and Terry Bradshaw with a 
fourth NFL crown. 

"Every loss hurts," Brady 
said. "You have to move on 
and use those as opportuni¬ 
ties to learn. I think this team 
has done that. We're a very 
mentally tough team. That’s 
probably one of the strengths 
of this team." 

The Giants are mentally 
hardened as well, having won 
their final two games to claim 
the last NFL playoff spot and 
then upset Atlanta, Green 
Bay and San Francisco on the 
road to gain another chance 
to defeat New England for a 
title. 

"This team has a tremen¬ 
dous belief in itself even 


when others don’t believe in 
us," Canty said. "We've been 
knocked down and we con¬ 
tinue to get back up. We're 
battle tested and have been 
through tremendous adver¬ 
sity." 

Brady will guide the NFL's 
top yardage-producers, with 
favorite receiver Wes Welker 
a threat deep or over the mid¬ 
dle and Rob Gronkowski, ex¬ 
pected to play despite a 
sprained left ankle, and 
Aaron Hernandez dangerous 
at tight end. But the eventual 
hero could just as easily be a 
reserve making the play of 
his life. 

"If you look at the history 
of this game, there are a lot of 
players no one was talking 
about who made plays, 
"Brady said.
